DEFICIENCIES IN USSR PRODUCTION ME T HODS,; 
DATA ON ELECTRICAL MACHINERY OUTPUT 


PLANS, FUNDS FROM MINISTRY DELAYED -- Moscow*, Fravda, 2L Dec 52 

The Leningrad Elektrosila Plant iraeni S. M. Kirov is not fulfilling its 
machine production plan vith respect to tne specified products list and variety 
of types. Instead of producing 75 large direct-current electrical machines, 
vital to the national economy, the plant is building other machines that are 
easier to produce. 

The Ministry of Electrical Industry is chiefly responsible for the lack 
of organization at the plant. The ministry’s planning system makes smooth op- 
eration impossible and covers up deficiencies in the plant's internal organi- 
zation - 

The basic products of the Eiektrosila Plant are turbogenerators and hydro- 
generators, and a large number of machines produced in small series. The min- 
istry knovs that the producing plant must have an accurate list of heavy elec- 
trical machines which are to be built at least 10 to 11 months prior to the 
beginning of the fiscal year. This period is necessary for careful consider- 
ation of designs of machines, thorough discussions vith the purchasers, place- 
ment of necessary orders for steel castings and forgings, and other preparations 
to assure coordinated and uninterrupted work. However, the plant did not re- 
ceive the 1952 production plan until 7 January, and the list of heavy machines 
was not confirmed until 19 April. The ministry spent a month in making copies, 
and the list finally arrived at the plant on 27 May. 

Although the plant has formulated a tentative plan for the first quarter 
of 1953 , it must receive from the main administrations not only an approval of 
the plan outline, but also funds to Implement it. Glavenergoprora (Main Admin- 
istration of Electric Power Industry - Ministry of Electric Power Stations) and 
Glavelektroobyt (Main Administration for Sale of Electrical Products - Ministry 
of Electrical Industry) do not attend to this problem. Up to this time, funds 
u-.ve been nrovided for only two i^'rds of the direct -current machines to be
